WASHINGTON, Ort. 6 (INS) — 
The FHI today enrolled as one of 
tin* nation’s “Ten Most Wanted" 
men tin* arrogant bandit John Jo­ 
seph Hrennan. who has spent less 
than four years of his adult life 
outside prison walls. 
The 
33 - year - old 
professional 
criminal, who som etim es tries to 
d isg u ise h im se lf by tinting his gray 
hair strawberry blond, is "nought 
for the $40,666 robbery of the bank 
of Lyons, 111. last Aug. I. 
On Aug. 27. Brennan and a com ­ 
panion, 
traveling 
by 
automobile, 
were cornered by Chicago police. 
After a wild chase amid a hail of 
bullets, th** other man was captur­ 
ed hut Brennan, leaving two guns 
behind, managed to escape and has 
been sought throughout the coun­ 
try ever since. 
Th** FBI warns “ Hrennan is arm ­ 
ed and slum Id be considered e x ­ 
tremely dangerous. He is alleged 
to have stated that he would never 
he taken 
alive. 
Extreme caution 
should he taken in apprehending 
him.” 
Brennan’s criminal record begun 
in Kl Paso, Tex., at the age of 15, 
when he was convicted of burglary. 
Since that time. he has been ar­ 
rested and imprisoned repeatedly 
for burglar.?, larceny, and robbery. 
Many of his criminal operations 
have taken place in the Chicago 
area. He is a native of the Windy 
City and is known iii the Chicago
